Thaw, who killed Stanford White on 
Monday night, trying to make; the 
most of what scant comforts he can 
find in his cell, both the police and 
the^friends of the millionaire are now 
berfding every effort 
to unravelling 


all the mysteries 
of 
this startling 


ca-ie. 


That the real secret of the murder, 


the motive which drove Thaw to this 
deed, if it was not the act of an ab- 
solutely insane man, lies in the- rela- 
tions which existed between 
White 


and Evelyn-Nesbit Thaw, prior to her 
marriage -to Thaw, and attentions 
which it is believed he had sought-to 
force upon her since the marriage, is 
generally believed to be the 
case. 


Opinion generally seems to be coming 
slowly to the point where it is believ- 
ed there may have been justifiable 
cause for Thaw's deed, if murder is 
ever 
justifiable. Developments of 


ihe last day are bringing to light ad- 
ditional facts regarding the relations 
which did exist between White and 
the artists'-model actress. If Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw goes upon the witness 
stand and tells the story of her life 
from the time she came to New 
York, until the moment of Monday 
night's tragedy, it is believed that it 
may cause the jury which Thaw will 
face to render its verdict of not guilty 
of any crime. 


"There have been many develop- 


ments of this case," the inspector is 
quoted as saying today; "and all of 
them are very favorable to the de- 
fendant." 


That White, since Thaw's marriage 


had persisted in trying to see Mrs. 
Thaw, who was one of his favorites 
before her 
marriage, 
seems to be 


borne out by good evidence. That 


Monday night it is claimed by Thaw's 
friends, was in that Paris meeting, 
and the fact that White declined to 
heed the warning given him. 


Throughout the months interven- 


ing since the Paris encounter White, 
it is claimed, at intervals sent notes 
to Mrs. Thaw, the last of these within 
a week, according to Thaw's defend- 
ers 


Mrs. Thaw tried to keep the letter 


from him and placed it in a buerau 
drawer. 
Thaw 
found 
the missive 


and read it. It is believed that from 
that moment he began planning the 
killing of White. 


But his act was not 
committed 


without a second warning to While. 
The police today assert that they 
learned-that the meeting of the two 
men at Burns' cafe on Sunday night 
was by arrangement. 
Thaw, they 


say, telephoned 
to White to meet 


him there. 
The conversation of the 


two men. was excited. As Thaw rose 
to leave, it is said, he stated: "Now 
you go, but be damned careful." 


Thaw in his distrust of White had 


gone further. For some time lie-had 
employed detectives ">o follow white 
and report 
his 
every 
movement 


White knew moreover that these de- 
tectives were 
in 
Thaw's 
employ. 


When be discovered that he was be- 
ing followed he employed a detec- 
tive himself to shadow tne shadpw- 
ers.

on him. White made this matter a 
subject for joking among his riends.

ful girls still in their

raiment and showered

The police declare that White knew 


them for no good purpose and that he 
and several other noted men have 
made a practice for years of devoting 
hours of every day 
and 
immense 


sums to gratifying this sinister bent. 


White and his men friends gave din- 


ners and other entertainments in a 
superbly furnished suite of rooms 
which were talked about in whispers. 
Their guests were young girls of sur- 
passing beauty and charm of person, 
but socially obscure. 


The entertainments were upon ai> 


alleged artistic basis, which the mor 
easily persuaded the youthful votaries 
to join in the pastime of their host 
The girls of the partv (they were no 
old enough to be called young.women} 
had stolen away from their homes in 
quiet districts. 


There amid the popping of corkk1 


and with badinage so cleverlv wordec 
that the poison of suggestion became 
seductive, the artistic features of the 
evening's entertainment would be dis- 
cussed.

Roosevelt caused a genuine sensation 
by appointing Charles M. Hough, of 
New York as the additional United 
States judge for the Southern district 
of New York. 


This appointment would not be so 


closely scrutinized and inquired into 
were it not for the recent attitude 
the President has assumed with ref- 
erence to the judiciary, assailing on 
two occasions the decision rendere'l 
by Judge Humphrev in Chic'ago ir. 
the packers' cases. 


The appointment of Mr. Hough, it 


is asserted by persons who have been 
j.ctive in_ the_ interest of other candi- 
dates, was finally determined by pol- 
itical considerations. Letters 
ha\e 


been written from the White House, 
in which the announcement was made 
that Mr. Hough would be appointed 


judge, and 
the reason 
therefor is 


said to have been that the adminis- 
tration must uphold Representative 
Herbert Parsons of New York, presi- 
dent of the New York county Repub- 
lican organization and introducer of 
the bill providing for the additional 
judge. 


Mr. Hough was objected to on the 


ground that he was an admiralty law- 
yer and not a criminal lawyer, and as 
the other two district judges were 
admiralty experts his appointment 
would not supply the judicial knowl- 
edge needed in the emergency. 
He 


was also objected to on tne ground 
that he had been associated in many 
cabes with the Pennsylvania railroad 
and Standard Oil company, and that 
before the present trust criuade was 
ended he might have officials of both 
"of these corporations on trial before 
him.

have the proceedings since the arrest 
of Thaw which ended in his formal 
commitment to prison to await the 
action of the grand jury and the cor- 
oner's inquest, which takes place oa 
Thursday.

"While Thaw has no excuse to offer 


for the crime, other than his desire 
for revenge upon a man who, he be- 
lieved had wronged him, experts arc 
already at work to prove Wm Insane, 
and with the countless dollars at his 
command, a legal battle such as is 
rarely seen, may be expected. 


Today's dispatches from New York

nor wan he insane at the time 


he shot White." 


The autopsy held on Mr. White's 


body showed chat three bullets had 
taken effect, ore in tne corner of the 
left e\e wli'ch penetrated the brain 
and was instantly fatal; one in the up- 
per lip, knocking out several teeth, 
and one striking the left shoulder and 
lodging in tbe elbow. Funeial services 
•will be held on Thursday in St. Bar- 
tholomew's church, Coadjutor Bishop 
Greer officiating. 


Mrs. Thaw, who disappeared from 


Madison Square Garden in the confu- 
sion that followed the tragedy, ap- 
peared at the offices of Delafield & 
Longfellow on Wall street, wheje she 
remained in consultation for several 
hours. 


Tha-w -was registered at the Tomes 


as "Harry Thaw, born in. the "United 
States,.33 years old, student," and was 
assigned to Cell 220 on the second tier. 
Shortly after his arrival he was visited 
in his cell by Dr. Austin Flint, Dr. 
Carlos F. MacDonald andlDr. Mahon, 
on behalf, it was said, of the district 
attorney's office, and by Dr. Maguire, 
the 
Tombs physician, who was re- 


quested to make an examination of 
the prisoner's 
mental condition by
